Ihe Duke de Veraguas, 
Collonel of the Queen’s Kegiment, made a {plendid 
Entertainment for their )Majefties and the Ladies in 
his Tents, and prefente:’ the King with a very fine 
" Horfe, richly accoutred, which his Majefty mounted, 
and rode through. all the «Ranks of the Duke’s and 
the other Regiments. The Duke likewife made a 
Prefent of a confiderable Value to the Queen’: and 
About 8 in the. Evening their Majefties return’d to 
their Palace in this City. On the 12th they went 
again to the Camp with the fame Attendance, and 
faw the Troops drawn up in orde of Bartle exercife 
on the Plain. Thefe Troops are order’d to hold them- 
felves ready to march tomorrow or the day ‘after for 
Eftramadura, whence we are advis’d that the Regi-
